__ (AP) — James Dobry, 70, 
was under arrest here today 
in connection with the slaying 
of William Henesh, 40, on 
January 25, and County At- 
torney L. F. Otradovsky said 
fvrst degree murder charges 
would be filed against him 
this afternoon. 


County Attorney Otradovsky was 


still working on the complaint after 
1-30 p. m., but said he would file it 
during the afternoon. 
He said a 
lawyer was in consultation with 
Dobry and he probably would ha\e 
to make arrangements with the at- 
tornev for tsme of arraignment. 
Jealousy over a 28 year old school 
teacher, Kate Vondra, was declared 
by Otradovsky to have been 
the 


motive for the killing. 


Dobry Denies Guilt. 


Dobry. a farmer wl ose wife died 
six years ago, was arrested about 5 
p. m. yesterday by Sheriff P. A. 
Eoether at the home of a daughter. 
Mrs. Harry Hamsa, at Howells. lie 
made no resistance, and denied any 
connection with the crime. 
The charred body of Henesh, a 
bachelor. 40 years old, was found 
In his burning automobile north of 
here. In his heart was a bullet 
•wound and authorities thought at 
first that robbers might have slain 
him. 
Henesh was a fireman at the light 
plant here and had just taken Miss 
Vondra to her boarding house, the 
home of 
Adolph Dobry. con of 
James. 
Otradovsky said Dobry used to 
transport the young woman, but 
that Henesh had been doing so 
lately. 


Rented Gun Found. 


Dobry's arrest followed the dis- 
covery, the prosecutor said! that 
the elderly man rented a .38 caliber 
revolver from the Dudsk hardware 
store here several days before the 
killing, -and returned it two days 
afterwards. Otradovsky asserted bal- 
listics tests in Omaha had shown 
that the bullet which killed Henesh 
came from this revolver. 
The 70 year old farmer, the coun- 


ty attorney said, had told Miss 
Vondra that Henesh was "No good" 
and advised her to ignore his at- 
tentions. No attempt was made by 
authorities to question Miss Von- 
dra in detail about the matter to- 
day as Otradovsky said she was 
"very upset" by Henesh's death. 
Dobry owns a farm and is well 


known in this county, where he has 
lived many years. In the county 
jail this morning, he denied any 
connection with the crime but the 
prosecutor said he was "convinced 
Dobry is in love with the young 
•woman."

Refinancing of mortgages through

The decision 
has resulted in confusion on the 
part of interested bondholder's and 
delay in acquiring property given 
as security for their mortgage 
bonds. 
"During the past year there has 
developed a nefarious practice of 
trafficking in the bonds of the Lin- 
coln Trust and Lincoln Safe De- 
posit companies. We have concrete 
instances reported of bonds having 
been purchased from investors for 
far less than their true value. This 
practice has further increased our 
office work, for it Is necessary to 
answer inquiries daily with refer- 
ence to loans wherein bonds are 
being bought and sold. We are con- 
scious of the fact .we cannot act as 
ruardian for the investors who own 
these mortgage bonds, but we do 
fsel the responsibility of keeping

The Commodity Credit Corp.,

corn crtbs larger than 16 feet in 
diameter be approved as ware- 
houses for corn loan purposes. An- 
derson sought to have the maximum 
increased to 20 feet, on the ground 
that Nebraska's dry climate renders 
the larger size practical provided 
they are properly roofed. 
The change would have permitted 
hundreds of farmers to participate 
in the corn loan benefits on several 
millions of bushels of the grain 
which are excluded from the pro- 
gram under the 16-foot maximum, 
according to Anderson. 
Anderson said he intends to con- 
fer with other state officials in re- 
gard to the ruling, made by Lynn 
P Talley, president of the Com- 
modity Credit Corp., before deciding 
whether to ask the federal agency 
to reverse its decision.

ive craft would pick him up, and 
that by estimating the rate at whicn 
his wreckage was sinking he would 
die by "tomorrow morning." 


Frank Grahame put 
down the 
paper he was reading and gazed out 
at the countryside flashing by. To 
him that interpretation made non- 
sense. No one in the middle of a 
storm lashed ocean, hanging on 10 
what was left of an aeroplane could 
possibly figure with any accuracy a 
rate of sinking, even had that per- 
son—assumed to be wounded and 
desperate—thought of it in the first 
place. 


He recalled his own theory: that 
Langton had gone down in the jun- 
gle back of the coast.

REPORT IS MADE 
ON 'NEW DEAL' 
BY ECONOMISTS 


Increased Production Is 


Held to Be Road to 


Prosperity. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5—<£>)—Eleven 


economists who have been studying 
the American scene for a year un- 
der the sponsorship of Columbia 
university reported today that there 
was much to praise in the "new 
deal" and some things to criticize. 


An exhaustive report of the com- 
mission of economic reconstruction 
made public today drew the gen- 
eral conclusion that increased pro- 
duction, rather than curtailed pro- 
duction, is the road to prosperity. 


The economists viewed the code 
making powers of the NRA as pos- 
sessing- elements of danger, and 
urged that precautions be taken to 
prevent the carrying of these powers 
too far. 


Economic planning, the commis- 
sion said, is a great experiment in 
state craft which the times de- 
mand." The commission, discussing 
curtailment of production, stated: 
"There should be no illusion with 
regard to the fact that a general 
rise of prices through such measures 
(as the NRA) is not a sign of in- 
creased demand and increased pur- 
chasing power which alone can be 
associated ^ith the process of re- 
covery." 


Maintain Purchasing Power. 
The commission urged wage rises 
in proportion to technological cost 
reductions, to maintaining purchas- 
ing power. 


The economists said that regula- 
tion of large scale corporations to 
prevent monopolistic price fixing is 
desirable. 


A broad permanent program of 
3ublic works was recommended, 
funds to be acqiurcd in prosperous 
times and paid out in times of need. 


A super-econamic council 
with 
advisory <but not dictatorial) pow- 
,ers was suggested to head 
a 


"planned* national rccoverr pro- 
gram. 


Reconstruction of the world naone- 
.1*17 system, with an international 
'currency, was held out as having 
; marked advantages.

gold from Prance, tens of millions 
at a time, and, in the language of 
Hollywood, is France's face red? 


The Berengana and Bremen are 
on their way here with thirty-two 
and a half tons of French gold in 
their strong rooms, shipped by the 
Banque de France to Uncle Sam's 
collection. And plenty more French 
gold is coming. This makes about 
100 million dollars worth of it, sent 
here within a few days. 


If the French face is quite "red," 
which means annoyed, our Ameri- 
can face is puzzled. When we were 
on the gold basis, and thought we 
were "the world's financial center," 
bacause stock brokers' letters told us 
so, we were losing gold in a steady 
stream, and France was taking it 
from us. Thousands of heavy little 
kegs, filled with gold eagles and 
double eagles, went to France with- 
out ceasing. The French scooped out 
our gold like bears scooping honey 
out of a hollow tree. 


Now we are on a paper basis, a 
"print - them - as - fast - as - you- 
can - without - over - heating- the- 
presses" basis. We give gold to no 
one, not even to ourselves, it is too 
precious. You might as well try to 
get a piece of Buddha's tooth, kept 
in the great temple of Slam. 


Whatever gold may really be. a 


meaningless token, which the world 
has outgrown, or the only - thing 
worth having. France likes gold, was 
on the way to accumulate all of it. 
or trying to. and now she sees her 
hoard drifting into America's vaults. 


The French cabinet when only 


four days old begins crumbling, the 
huge Staviski scandal and public 
robbery, huge for France, although 
our high finance would call it "petty 
larceny" has aroused public hatred 
and there is ta3k of -a French dic- 
tator.

Your Income Tax 
Exemptions Allowed Couples Mar- 


ried During Taxable Year. 


Taxpayers should note that un- 


der the revenue act of 1932 the 
credit for dependents as well as the 
personal exemption is required to 
be prorated where a change of 
status occurs during the taxable 
year. A fractional part of a month 
is to be disregarded unless it 
amounts to more than half a 
month, in which case it is con- 
sidered a month. 


For example, a single man and 


a single woman who were married 
on July 20, 1933, and were living 
together on the last day of the tax- 
abzle year, may file a joint return 
and would be entitled to a personal 
exemption of $2,208.34, which is 
seven-twelfths of 5,1000 for the 
husband while single, plus seven- 
twelfths of $1,000 for the wife 
while single, plus five-twelfths of 
$2,500 for the period during which 
they were married. If separate re- 
turns are filed, each is entitled to 
a personal exemption of $1,104.17. 
which is seven-twelfths of 51,000. 
plus one half cf five-twelfths of 
S2.500. If during the year 1933 tli- 
husband or the wife had tie stat ••: 
of the head of a family prior to 
their marriage he or she would fc:: 
entitled to his or her pro rata share 
of the personal exemption of $2,590 
allowed the head of a family fo~ 
the period prior to their marriage 
instead of merely that allowed a 
single person. However, for the pe- 
riod of their marriage any exemp- 
tion to which either might be en- 
titled as the head of a family 
would be merged in the joint per- 
sonal exemption for that period 
The joint personal exemption al- 
lowable in the case of a coupla 
who were married and living to- 
gether during the entire year ma; 
not exceed $2,500. 


If a child under 18 years of age 


and dependent on the parent fc; 
support reaches the age of 18 yearr 
durlnj the taxable year, the credi* 
of $400 for a dependent is requires 
to be prorated in the same manner 
as the persona! exemption. For ex- 
ample, should the child's eight- 
eenth birthday fall on June 3l<. the 
parent would be entitled to claiir 
5200 credit for the dependent chile* 
—that is, one half of 5400. Th? 
^ame rule applies to other depenc- 
<*ats where a change of status or 
tars during the taxable year.

INTIL now; congress has been tractable, but If 


Representative Keller of Illinois, a democrat, 


knows what he is talking about, President Roosevelt 
is face to face with mutiny in his own ranks over 
the appropriations for continuance of CWA activi- 
ties.

Congressional elections come next fall. With an 


unlimited use of funds such as Congressman Keller 
and his cohorts apparently propose, the path for con- 
gressmen seeking re-election would be made much 
softer. The Illinois representative professes to have 
the support cf a solid bloc of 85 democrats, who in a 
test cf strength with administration leaders, with the 
aid of republican votes, came within three of upset- 
ting what had been heralded as the administration 
program. Kell';r says he is sure of his democrats and 
is worried only as to whether he can muster enough 


' republican strength to defeat the Roosevelt program.

HE situation presents a real menace to the presi- 


dent. We said in this column a few days ago 


that, having established the CWA as a temporary 


• emergency measure to carry on throughout the win- 


ter and into the early spring by taking people off di- 
rect relief rolls and furnishing them with jobs, it 
was going to be difficult in the extreme to prevent 
the activities from taking more or less permanent 


• form. There is no reason to alter that suggestion. 


Under the CWA program, the funds come directly 
from the federal treasury, and are not to be repaid. 
Whatever is allocated to the various states is an out- 


. right contribution, and while insofar as it has been 


possible, the money has been distributed on the basis 
of local relief efforts, it has lifted local burdens im- 
measurably. Naturally, the pressure from individual 
communities and from states to give the CWA per- 
manent form has been heavy. It takes worry away 
from the local officials, and transfers it to Wash- 


'! ington. 


But in the end, it will be recognized by those who 


desire to look things square in the eye that at best 
: the attitude of the Insurgents in congress, of gover- 
nors, speaking for states, and officials, speaking: for 


, municipalities, is one of ducking the issue. Unless 


an emergency program is to become a permanent 
part of government, it must end some day. And if 
an emergency program does become a 
permanent 


policy, what then? Does congress, or does any man, 
believe this nation can continue to pour out more 
• than a billion and a half dollars annually year after 
.$ year to provide employment? That would be the 
H. cost, based upon the expenditures since the CWA has 
'* been in existence. And If it followed the normal 


course of all governmental activities, that figure 
would grow and grow, just as in the British isles, 
with 44 millions of people, the price of the direct 
dole has risen from a paltry 65 millions in 1910 to 
in excess of a billion and a half in 1931. 


• * • 


CONGRESS should not forget 
that before 
the 
^-/ close of 1934, the government will have paid out 
7 billions to prime the pump. The purpose of those 
expenditures is to revive business and industry, and 
through that revival, open the door to employment 
to millions now subsisting on the government. If 
private enterprise does not recognize the gravity of 
the challenge, it will see the day when it regrets its 
failure to look clearly at this time. Families will not 
go without the bare necessities of life indefinitely. 
Men with the responsibility of providing for rromen 
and children will not remain idle indefinite!/, when 
they are begging for work. Either the government will 
supply the opportunities for a livelihood or private 
enterprise must. 


The president is confident of the success of his re- 


covery program. Be is certain that higher prices for 
many farm products, coupled with the direct bene- 
fits of wheat, corn, cotton, and hog allotments, will 
restore the purchasing power of the fanner and will 
make it possible for the latter again to appear in the 
market and supply his long nglected wants. The 
president is confident that when thousands of pub- 
lic works projects get underway early in the spring, 
the doors will open for millions of men who woulti 
work with their hands. The president believes that 
accelerated buying which has characterized trade 
since December is the signal for greater industrial 
activity, with the reopening of mills and factories, 
and with increases In their working forces, in order 
to restock empty shelves and warehouses. The presi- 
dent is confident we are on our way and that labor 
conditions will reflect a marked Improvement when

ALWAYS is possible to find an excuse for in- 
creasing armament. Thus General Hayashi. who 


became minister of war in Japan recently, said the 
feverish activity of Japan to add materially to her 
navy was simply to fill out gaps in her defense. 


"Japan," Hayashi declared, "was out for peace." 
So is every nation which at this present time is 


contemplating an energetic armament program. Tills 
country has but one justification for its present at- 
titude. 
Under the Washington pact, it is to the 


credit of the United States that she observed all of 
the restrictions faithfully. 
Other countries did not, 


more particularly Japan. 
But now, convinced ap- 


parently there is no use in placing additional con- 
fidence in agreements, Uncle Sam is to inaugurate 
a vigorous navy building program. 


Such a decision cannot be considered without deep 


regret. There is no more frightful waste than in a 
competitive armament race. If the possession of big 
navies and big armies can be said to promote peace, 
and to avert war, the hundreds of millions poured out 
will be excused. But the progress made scientifically 
means the average wsr ship and the average gun and 
the average airplane are obsolete a few years after 
their construction. 


Regretfully we say, there is no alternate choice 


left for the United States. For three years, ths gov- 
ernment held up navy construction, including the al- 
lotments under the provisions of the Washington 
pact, in the belief such action would be helpful as an 
example for other countries. But it did not bear 
fruit. On the contrary, Europe has been bristling 
like an armed camp and there is no indication else- 
where of a disposition to reduce armament.

THE threatening situation 
in 
eastern 
Asia 


should eventuate in a new conflict at arms be- 


tween Japan and Bussia, the world is likely to see 
developments very much different from those which 
characterized the struggle between those nations 
twenty-nine years ago. Conditions of warfare, as 
well as the comparative resources of the two coun- 
tries in manpower, armaments, and communica- 
tions have changed greatly in the intervening period. 


Japan had all the" advantage in the war of 1905 


which was nothing but a succession of victories for 
her arms on both land and sea. Russia went In with 
a hopelessly incompetent military organization, * 
navy that was far behind the times in lighting effi- 
ciency, and only a single track railroad winding across 
4,000 miles of Siberian waste to transport her soldiers 
and supplies to the area of combat. Japan, on th« 
other hand, possessed a superior force of battleships, 
torpedo boats, and destroyers, all adequately manned; 
she had well-trained armies equipped with the most 
modern guns, projectiles, and other paraphernalia of 
war; 
and by means of her proximity she was able to 


mobilize her soldiery in short order and transport it

What is the Polish corridor, and 


what is its purpose? 


ANSWER. 


Under the Versailles treaty a 


stretch of territory was taken from 
eastern Prussia and allotted to 
Poland which had previously be- 
longed to the latter country for at 
least seven centuries before 1772. 
In the latter year it was obtained 
by Prussia, but the majority of the 
inhabitants remained Polish in 
language and customs. Poland has 
a larger area than that of Italy, 
a population of over thirty millions 
and has always craved an outlet to 
the sea. Under the above-mentioned 
treaty she receivftd at the end of 
the World war the strip of land 
giving her that access to the sea, 
the strip called the "Polish cor- 
ridor." 
The Germans naturally resent a 


wedge being driven into territory 
they have been taught to regard 
as their own, and the severance ol 
which from eastern Prussia created 
much inconvenience and more tur- 
moil. As against this complaint the 
Poles assert there are enough rail- 
way bridges which adequately con- 
nect these separated Prussian areas 
For these reasons the corridor is 


one of the difficult problems of 
continental Europe and may yet be 
the spark whicli sets off another 
explosion of war. To take it from 
Poland excludes her from the sea 
and deprives her of the obvious ad- 
vantages of maritime traffic. More- 
over, any readjustment of the terms 
of the Versailles treaty at this time 
would in all probability be stren- 
uously resisted not only by Polanc 
but by her allies, including France 
On the other hand, Germany has 
never accepted the situation as it 
stands, nor do I think she Is likely 
to do so.

Natural Public Revenue. 


Lincoln, Neb. February 3. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: Lincoln merchants and busi- 
ness men, being taxed heavily and 
Lincoln employes on cut pay and 
dreading dismissal are being urged 
to adopt sales taxes, income taxes 
and similar measures. 


Before being led into such action, 


let us use our heads. Let us remem- 
ber, as Henry George makes clear, 
that we have but two primary 
sources of public revenue—however 
numerous the tax channels, through 
which we drain them. 


One of these, of course, is the 


public fund called ground rent. 
Clearly, this fund is produced by 
the community as a whole and 
therefore rightfully belongs to us 
all Thus as Lincoln grew from a 
few huts "to its present size, ground 
rent appeared and increased. Let 
Lincoln become a trading center 
like-Chicago and ground rent in 
our business section will rival the 
fabulous figures of the Loop dis- 
trict Or, let Lincoln be choked by 
stupid laws into the deserted vil- 
lage class and o>--r ground rent will 
disappear. 
As it is a community product, as 


it of right belongs to the public, as 
It increases with population, grow- 
ing with the need for public rev- 
enue as it is adequate for all 
proper public needs, ground rent 
would seem to be the natural ideal 
source of public funds. 
But by our laws, much of this 


public fund is diverted into private 
pockets. Thus 
deprived of 
its 
proper revenue, society is compelled 
to tax industry, to rob both capital 
and labor, to maintain a none too 
perfect public service. 
It is true that taxes are destruc- 
tive. Like some poisons, they blight 
what they touch. As police measures 
they may be useful, as in taxing 
dogs to get rid of them. But. taxes 
should not be applied to wholesome 
social movements and never levied 
on useful industry, whereby alone 
can any people progress, or even 
live But, with our rightful revenue 
withheld, we have had no choice. 
And so for decades we have taxed 
industry more and more to make 
up the deficit. 
Naturally, this course has brought 


disaster On one hand these taxes 
have well nigh wrecked our whole

In codes Tor Industries manufact- 
uring necessities and basic mater- 
ials he recommended that a price, 
once quoted, apply for a given per- 
iod to aU customers. 
Whiteslde said It "seems doubt- 


ful" whether the abuses growing out 
of cash discounts should make for 
th« elimination of 
cash discounts 
altogether. 
Elimination of quantity discounts, 
likewise, in industrials where they 
haw been the rule for a lone time 
mere said by WhitesMe to make code 
enforcement for those industries

New Treasury Aide U.S. Crime Laws 


To Be Tightened 


Congress Will Accede to 
Attorney General Cum- 


mings' Request. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 — W> — 


The Justice department today had 
virtual 
assurance 
that 
congress 


•would accede to a request by Attor- 
ney General Cummings that life be 
made harder for criminals. 


The house tomorrow will pass the 


regular annual justice department 
appropriation bill. In going through 
it section by section, approval al- 
ready has been given to a $2,880,- 
000 sum with which the federal 
agents will carry on their anti-kid- 
naping, anti-racketeering, finger- 
print identification and scientific 


crime laboratory work. Senate ap- 
proval is expected. 
In addition, the house judiciary 


committee tomorrow will' have an 
opportunity to approve two bills for 
which Cummings made a direct ap- 
peal to Chairman Sumners oi the 
committee in a just disclosed let- 
ter. 


Already favorably ticketed by a 
judiciary subcommittee, one bill 
would make it a federal offense to 
"resist, impede, interfere with or 
assault" a federal officer. Another 
would require that motions to quash 
an indictment must be filed in fed- 
eral courts within 10 days after ar- 
raignment. 


They also would declare an in- 


dictment valid if 12 grand jurors 
were qaulified even though one or 
more had been disqualified.

Twenty-four railroads operating in 
,he southwest today filed a bill of 
complaint in Federal court asking 
an injunction against the enforce- 
ment of an interstate commerce 
commission order issued July 24, 
1933, in which the commission or- 
dered a reduction of 15 per cent on 
carload rates on horses and mules. 


The order, effective March 8, will

State Treasurer Hall is making 
the first distribution of state gas- 
aline ta money among the 93 coun- 
ties of Nebraska on the 
basis of 
their motor 
vehicle registration 
during the calendar year 1933, as 
certified to him by the license rec- 
ord division of the state engineer's 
office. The amount going to 
the 


counties— three-eighths of net col- 
lections in January — is $204,648. 
This compares with $247,350 al- 
lotted to the counties last month, 
from the gas tax proceeds in De- 
cember. In comparison with the 
February 1 distribution a year ago, 
however, there is an increase of 
about $75,000. At that time, 
the 


counties received only one-fourth of 
the total and their share was but 
$129,444. The last legislature raised 
the proportion for counties. 


As the present payments are the 


first ones out of 1934 gasoline tax 
receipts, they are computed on the 
new figures of motor vehicle regis- 
tration in 1933 This will continue 
as the basis for 
division 
every 
month throughout the current year. 
Registration Gains 15,000. 
Reversing the downward trend of 
a year ago in ownership and use 
of motor vehicles, the state engi- 
ner's tabulation furnished to State 
Treasurer Hall shows a gain of 
15,077 cars and trucks licensed in 
1933, 
as compared with 1932. The 
total, respectively, 
were 391,527 


and 376,450. 
Each county In the state gained 
or lost in the proportionate share of 
gasoline tax money to which it will 
be entitled during 1934 according to 
whether or not its preoentage of the 
total registration was greater or less 
in 1933 than in the preceding an- 
num. 
As to most of the counties there 
will be no material change. Dawson

WASHINGTON. Feb. 5-<;P)—The 


Supreme court decided today that 
the salary of retired federal Judges 
cannot be cut by congress. 


The ruling was given in

brought by Circuit Judge Wilbur F 
Booth of Minneapolis and Federal 
Judge Charles F Amidon of North 
Dakota. Their salaries had been cut 
by the economy act passed by con- 
gress. 


The court held that because re- 
tired 
federal 
judges were liable 


for service they remained 
under 


the protection of the constitutional 
guarantee that their salaries should 
not be decreased. 


Judge Booth sued for $697 and 
Judge Amidon for $558. 


The salary of Justice Oliver Wen- 


dell Holmes, resigned, was reduced 
one-half to $10 000 a year under ar 
appropriation act of 1932, but was 
restored to $20,000 by congress ri
